“still water that is making people sick at Shell Beach. 


The little reservoir is contaminated. 


“All specimens show coliform organisms,” says the 
Indian health unit at Nanaimo. 


They tested it in May of this year, and the: year 
before. 


But at last, relief is in sight. National NDP leader 
T. C. Douglas said in an interview from Ottawa this 
week the peopie of Shell Beach wili get. fresh, 
uncontaminated water from a clean-water well on the 
reserve which is to be uncapped and equipped with 
pump and pipes. 


He said the Indian department would meet with 
band members to work out a long-term approach to the 
problem. 


Shell Beach consists .of 16 houses across 
Chemainus Bay from Ladysmith. On the other side of 
the peninsula, which is the reserve, a similar small 
community — Culleet Bay — also has bad water. 


Responding to complaints this week, the Indian 
Affairs Branch uncapped a well of clean water, dug in 
1966 but unissed because of lack of money, and 
promised to spend about $2,500 to pipe water on a 
temporary basis to Culleet Bay. 


Four out of five specimens taken from the current 
water source there show coliform organisms.

Pressure from young Americans for 
total, precipitate disengagement, Muskie 
said, ‘may deprive us of the freedom” 
to take imaginative diplomatic initiatives 
leading toward peace and American 
withdrawal in conditions of political 
stability for South Vietnam. 

Muskie, who was Democratic candi- 
date for vice president in 1968, said he 
and Thant had discussed several possible 
peace initiatives which could be taken if 
there were sufficient ‘‘flexibility” in 
Washington, Saigon and Hanoi. 

They included: 

@ An effort to deal with the 
“political results of disengagement” — 
presumably an offer to talk with the 
Communists about 4 coalition regime. 

@ An offer of, or unilateral decision 
to initiate, a stand-still cease-fire, witir 
“some kind of discussion of the political 
arrangements tied to a cease-fire.” 

In so farias Wednesday's moratorium 
presses. President ‘Nixon and the Saigon 
government in these directions, it could 
be constructive, Muskie indicated. But he 
faid he feared it might, in fact, have 
exactly the oppdsite effect. 

“We might be deprived of the chance 
to try such initiatives,” he said, “if we 
get caught up in a wave of emotionalism 
about disengagement.’* 

“Political realism is essential on all 
sides,” he said, “If either tries to press 
the other toward a capitulation, this will 
hinder the prospect of peace.” 

He indicated that he feared the 
moratorium would tempt the Com- 
tmunists to do just that. 


Other non-Communist comment here, 
even from sources not normally friendly 
to” American policy, includes similar 
concern that the moratorium may en- 
courage the Communists to hold out for 
victory, rather than negotiate a com- 
promise of the kind the United States 
could accept. 

This note of sympathetic concern for 
the American diplomatic posture is new 
here. During most of the Johnson era, 
private comment on Vietnam was harsh. 

The UN community, broadly speaking, 


has accepted the proposition that Nixon ° 


wishes to disengage from the war if it 
can be done in conditions of minimum 
honor. By that is meant the absence of 
an. overt Communist. government . in 
Saigon, andor a massive purge of 
Vietnamese anti-Communists. 

“UN. people say, however, that the 
teality would be a military.defeat for the 
United States. They know the United 


States has never lost a war (although it ° 


did accept a stalemate in Korea) and 
that — as Muskie indicated — the 
experience may be betenrs for many 
Americans,

Those Mysterious Urchin 


The most spiny member of 
the starfish group is the sea 
urchin, a common resident of 
our rocky coast. . However, 
since, they do: not stand 
exposure well, sea urchins are 
seldom found above the low 
tide level except in tide pools 
or in deep recesses of the 
rock where they are protected 
from sun and predators. 


Three kinds are regularly 
seen and although their habits 
vary the three may all be in 
close proximity to each other. 


Most common is the green 
sea urchin, readily recognized 
by the greenish color and the 
short, blunt spines, Shaped 
like a flattened. sphere the 
body is about three inches in 
diameter and the spines are a 
little more than half .an inch 
long.

How Birds Find Winter Caches 


Some recent visitors to 
parks in the Western U.S. 
have asked questions about 
two of the birds they observed 
— the omnipresent Steller’s 
jay and the mountain-dwelling 
Clark's nutcracker, Both were 
seen caching seeds and other 
food, and the natura] question 
is — do they ever find the 
stores they have secreted? 

Fortuitously, I am able to 
answer on the basis of a 
recent and thorough canvass of 
the scientific literature, «fur- 
nished to me by one of. the 
authors, Leon Kelso, of Wash- 
ington. 

The most extensive studies 
relate to the Eurasian nut- 
cracker, whose activities have 
been found.te.be.shaconomic 
importance to the forest 
industry. 

The Eurasian nutcracker is 
notable for its food trans- 
portation and_ storage 
behavior. Indeed, the bird has 
evolved a special anatomical 
device, a> sublingual pouch, in 
which seeds are carried. 
These bifds’are about the 
same size as the Clark's 
nuteracker, that is, about 12 
to 13 inches, but with white

speckles on a brown body, 
they are somewhat suggestive 
of winter starlings. 

In its sublingual pouch, a 
nutcracker may store and 
carry aS many as 200 small 
pine seeds. Most seeds are 
presumably hidden after being 
carmed relatively short 
distances, but there are 
records of the nutcrackers 
carrying seeds as much as 10 


to 15 kilometers (6 to 9 
miles). 

The nutcracker commonly 
caches its seeds in the 


ground, poking them into the 
forest Thterte=- moss or 
lichen. Nutcrackers in the pro- 
cess of concealing their stores 
have been observed to drive 
other nutcrackers purposefully 
from the scene. 


A typical cache averages 
about a dozen seeds, but the 
number may vary from three 
to 60. 

Food storage is an essential 
business for the nutcracker, It 
enables. the birds to endure 
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R. BARNES 
prolonged and rugged winters 
where other sources of food 
are limited. 

It also permits the nut- 
crackers to nest early, using 
the highly nutritious seeds 
which they have stored to 
feed their nestings. Where the 
summer season is short, early 
nesting allows the young birds 
to mature and establish their 
own winter stores for the next 
season. Fy 

The ability of the nut- 
cracker to relocate its hidden 
caches_is remarkable. Even 
deep snows do not deter the 
hirds..from going directly jo 
the spot and digging a tunnel 
down through depths of ..40 
inches, 

Seemingly the birds rely on 
visual memory with reference 
to some landmark, perhaps a 
shrub or tree, There appears 
to be no trial and error; the 
birds search and find with 
certainty. 

The Clark's nutcracker also 
appears able to locate food 

nder snow cover, Dr. Victor 
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srecovered 


‘Cahalane -has_ reported: one 
instance .of a Clark's nut- 
cracker excavating directly 


through 8 inches of snow to a 


Douglas fir cone .that was 
lying on the forest floor, 

In forest areas, the: Eura- 
sian nutcracker has _ been 


observed to place its caches 
in a straight line at regularly 
spaced intervals. This pattern 
may aid the bird to locate 
successive stores. 


Food transportation and 
storage by the nutcracker 
have been much - studied 
because of the economic 
importance of the birds to 
forest ecology. Many trees 
with. wingless seeds, some 
pines, oaks and-nut trees, are 
dependent on such seed trans- 
port and storage to maintain 
and extend forest boundaries. 

Where seeds -are not 
and eaten, they 
sprout and produce clusters of 
seedlings. The fierce competi- 
tion among such clustered 
seedlings forces rapid, 
straight growth on the 
stronger seedlings and this. is 
thought to produce better and 
stronger trees,

Baltimore Orioles, by all the rules, were considered 
to be the best balanced club the American League 
had produced in the last decade. Even in both leagues. 


But the Mets were not 
inypressed. Ever. They won 
the series as most fans hoped 
they would, not by walking on 
water alone, but by sound 
functional baseball; timely, if 
not surprising hitting, great 
fielding and fine pitching. - 

They spotted the Orioles a 
three-run lead in the final, on 
two homers, caught them by 
the same method, and then 
passed them on a couple of 
hits, and with only the 
slightest touch of. the witch- 
which they had dis- 
played on occasion earlier. 

There was no mystique 
about their eventual success. 
In five games, they simply 
were the better club. They 
won the last four after losing 
the first, a feat which 
strangely but fittingly paral- 
leled their seasonal heroics.

ever, despite: somewhat re- 
duced friction. 
‘As the commission was 
formed in 1966, Mounties were 
closing in on Bower Feather- 
stone, $6,000-a-year employee 
at the energy, mines and re- 
sources department—who 
could be considered the most 
average of public employees. 

Featherstone was sent to 
prison in 1967 for 30 months 
for obtaining copies of two 
confidential marine charts 
that could have been of use to 
Soviet submarines. 

The charts showed the loca- 
tion of shipwrecks off the 
coast of Newfoundland. 


NEVER GOT CHANCE 


Featherstone never got a 
chance. to turn them over to 
the Russians, RCMP security 
men, who'had been ‘watching 
him, moved in too fast. 

The court was told at his 
trial that the father of four 
had been offered a chance to 
make money as a Russian 
courier. 

The Featherstone case re- 
sulted in the expulsion from 
Canada of two Russians. The 
summary departure of at 
least eight others since 1956 
has marked other attempts at 
subversion. 

Mr. Justice Dalton C. Wells, 
after a judicial inquiry into 
the George Victor Spencer 
case, said requirements for 
anti-espionage work in Can- 
ada are “more, widespread 
and urgent than one would

TWO MORE EXPELLED 


Spencer informed the 
agents of security arrange- 
ments in the post office, sup- 
plied information on some 
farms located close to the 
United States border, —and 
gathered photos of Vancouver, 
pipeline maps, names of reli- 
able former members of the 
Communist party, biographi- 
cal data from cemetery head- 
stones, and data on the opera- 
tion of ethnic organizations. 

Two Soviet diplomats were 
expelled in the Spencer case. 
Spencer was fired and his 
pension rights withdrawn but 
the government said there 
wasn’t enough evidence to 
prosecute. Spencer subse- 
quently died. 

Prosecution in security 
cases is rare. The Official Se- 
erets Act of 1939, written in 
the glare of war, isn’t an easy 
statute to apply in peacetime. 

In a recent case in Mont- 
real, a judge dismissed a 
charge laid. under it, saying 


. the act was contrary to the 


Bill of Rights.

FIRST SINCE 1945 

The Featherstone case was

When 
diplomatic relations were re- 
established on a normal basis, 
So were attempts at subver- 
sion. 

In 1956, Soviet embassy offi- 
cial G. F. Popov was expelled 
for trying to obtain informa: 
tion about new aircraft. The 
person he approached told the 
RCMP. 

In 1958, Stanislas Michno of 
the Polish embassy was boot- 
ed out of Canada for trying to 
make intelligence contacts. 

An unnamed Soviet military 
attache was ousted in 1959 for 
the same reason, as was a 
Czech in 1960, 

Lt.Col. A. F. Loginov culti- 
vated a civil servant’ for 


RCMP in 1961 when receiving 


fake documents he thought 
contained secret data. 


SOME GET AWAY 

Vasily Tarasov, a reporter 
on Parliament Hill for the So- 
viet newspaper Izvestia, was 
caught -in a police plant by a 
civil servant in 1964. 

What about the ones that 
got away?

Most authorities—agree the 
country is comparatively free of 
the menace of -hard drugs such 
as heroin, cocaine and mor- 
phine. It is the amphetamine

accredited law school, is a 
sign of the petticoat revolution 
going on in the legal pro- 
fession. 

Mrs. Nelson, 40, is the new 
dean of the University of 
Southern California Law 
School. * = 

A few years ago, lady 
lawyers often had to settle for 
government work, but there 
has been a “radical change” 
in the variety of opportunity 
open to them, particularly in 
private practice, Dean Nelson 
said. In addition, more wormen 
are entering law school. 

The type of woman entering 
law school has changed too. 

“More and more we are 
finding women in our law 
school look like models,’’ Mrs. 
Nelson said. “Ended is the 
era of the hornrimmed, brief- 
case woman, very masculine, 
who was going to be a labor 
union president. 

“Just as firms want to show 
they have a minority member 
in their employ, firms now 
proudly point to their woman. 

“And some firms find 
clients want to speak to a 
woman. 

“One firm told me that 
clients, particularly in family 
matters — domestic relations 
or probate—come in and say

“We have been. in. touch with some of the 
leading people on both sides of the conflict,” he

“Those of us who have seen the Biafrans in 
action do not believe there will be any quick kill. 
These people are fighting for self-respect and 
human dignity.

The cheery little ornamental pepper plants that used to 


be raised.for Christmas gifts along with ornamental cherries —- 


in pots. have been making their’ vappearance this fall. 
Delightful plants they are for apartment 
dwellers, who should consider them as short- 
lived annuals in pots and not expect them-to 
remain permanently in perfect condition. ; 

‘Many years ago they were designated . 
as Christmas pepper and Christmas cherry, 
though the latter _was also known as 
Jerusalem cherry and Cleveland cherry. 

The seed was sown in February in the © 
greenhouse and the potted plants buried in 
soil outdoors in summer for flowering. Then 
returned to the: greenhouse in fall for 
fruiting. E 

The pepper is Capsicum frutescens, a shrubby member of 
the same genus as our red and green sweet and hot peppers, 
while the cherry is Solanum capicastrum, related to tomato 


; Ornamental Pepper Plants 


In the home, the pepper and the cherry need a good light 
but not full sunlight for they hold their fruits better ina 
temperature around 65 deg. F. : 

The soil in the pots should be kept moderately .damp; 
overwatering and underwatering wil] cause the fruits to fall. 


Both these plants react to draughts in a room by dropping ~ 


their leaves. 

The close relationship to the edible tomato is evident by 
their immediate reaction to even a faint trace of gas (heating 
or. illuminating) in the atmosphere. All the leaves will drop 
within two or three hours. 

Greenhousemen in the east who heated their structures 
with gas earlier in this century made a habit of always 
having a tomato plant or two growing with other plants in 
order to detect gas leaks before their valuable crops became

: tomatoes, sweet peppers and eggplants, the 
berries or fruits of ornamental pepper and cherry are said to 
be poisonous if eaten. : 

Otherwise, these plants are likely to continue to be 
popular for decoration for a good many years, for after all,

- May Find Cause 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 

Nausea is a most distress- 
ing symptom for which, until 
a few years ago, we physi- 
cians had no good. remedy. 
The first thing to do is to look 
for the cause and to treat that 
if it ¢an be found. It can be 
physically caused, or fit can 
be due. to some problem with 
the bowel. 

Sometimes it comes in 
waves, and this may mean 
that the person is feeling 
actual waves of reverse peris- 
talsis running up the bowel. 

The fact that in many cases 
& person who is suffering 
from nausea can suddenly get 
complete relief after a big 
burp, or one retch, suggests. 
that with the running out of a 
big reverse wave, peristalsis 
im the stomach or bowel 
quiets down or starts running 
normally downward again. 

Also, nausea can he helped 
or made much werse by, lying 
orl'one side or the other of the 
body. It also is less distress- 
ing if the person is kept busy, 
as is a sailor on a ship. 

When a person comes in 
complaining ‘of naysea and 
abdominal discomfort, I like 
to get a “scout film’ of the 
abdomen, to see if a segment 
of small bowel is full of gas. 


DISTENDED LOOP 


I remember a big, healthy 
Tanch woman who began tu 
suffer much from nausea just 
after she had a hernia re- 
paired. When I had ther X- 
rayed, I saw a distended loop 
of bowel, and-an operation 
showed the bowel kinked 
where the surgeon had in- 
advertently run a, suture 
through the wall of the bowel 
and fastened it to the abdomi- 
nal wall. The minute this 
kinked segment was freed, 
the woman was well. 


Tension and emotion play 
an important part in pro- 
ducing nausea. Persons who 
are overworking and very 
tense may wake at night and 
suffer with nausea for an hour 
or two. 


The best thing for them to 
do is take a vacation, or 
spend a restful evening at 
home; or they can go without 
supper. ——~ 

During wartime, soldiers 
become nauseated from fear 
or disgust. Some highly sensi- 
tive persons can become 
nauseated by unpleasant 
smells, or by disgust at the 
unattractive appearance of 
some food, or at the thought 


they may have eaten spoiled 
food. 

A woman who was once 
badly poisoned by the paste in 
&@ cream puff, always there- 
after avoided going into a 
pastry shop because if she 
saw a cream puff she became 
ill. I have known women who 
suffered nausea _ following 
sexual intercourse with an 
unloved husband. 


FATIGUE, DISGUST 


In many frail women, 
nausea comes. with fatigue or 
disgust. This type of nausea is 
indicated by the phrase, ‘You 
make me sick,’’ Nausea can 
easily be produced by a bad 
smell, . 

That the sensation can be 
psychic and originate in the 
brain is indicated by many 
facts, such as that it can 
come. with an attack of 
migraine, Meniere’s disease 
(dizzy spells with some deaf- 
ness due to disease in an ear), 
or motion sickness, or after a 
small stroke, or an attack of 
encephalitis, or when a 
woman mistakenly thinks she 
is pregnant, or when she gets 
the idea she has eaten dirty 
food. 


It can come with the stormy 
emotions resulting from the 
sudden break-up of a love 
affair, I have seen it come in 
sensitive men when the wife 
was pregnant. It is a common 
complaint of the relatives of 
the psychotic. 

Nausea is, of course, severe 
during some pregnancies, or it 
may be troublesome at the 
beginning of a menstrual 
period. This is due to reversal 
of waves in the bowel. Some- 
times it occurs when the 
person had a food allergy. I 
know a man who iost his 
every-morning nausea and, 
vomiting when he had his 
teeth extracted to cure a bad 
pyorrhea. 

Nausea,_and even vomiting 
can be produced by pain, of 
can be very distressing symp- 
tom of a failing heart, or can 
be due to a big stroke. And in 
elderly people I have seen 
nausea as the earliest and, for. 
a time, only symptom of 
cancer of the colon. 


CAUSED BY DRUGS 


I have seen persons suffer- 
ing from _ chronic nausea 
which proved to be due to the 
taking of certain drugs, such 
as digitalis, or aminophylline. 

Men can make themselves 
chronically nauseated from 
chewing tobacco.

Had South slooked ahead 
after the opéiiig lead ofthe 
heart jack had been made} he 
would. have perceived “tHe, 
possible necessity of reaching 
dummy three times to take 
three club finesses. He could 
have accomplished this objec- 
tive in! simple fashion once it 
was appreciated that West's 
lead of' the heart,jack denoted 
the possession of the 10 ‘of 
hearts. 

The opening heart lead 
should have been captured by 
the board's ace, with South 
dropping the king on this 
trick! With the dummy now 
possessing the Q-9 of hearts,

OTTAWA (CP)—In an unprecedented joint news 


conference, the Canadian 
Confederation- of National 


Labor Congress and the

for a one to two-year freeze on all prices.

Donald said recent price in- 
creases have created serious 
hardships for many persons, 
particularly those om fixed in- 
comes and in weak bargaining 
positions. 


“Price increases should be 
permitted only in the case of 
those business firms which can 
properly justify such cases,’ he 
said. A prices review board 
would study requests for price 
increases. 


“We reject outright the idea 
that voluntary guidelines can 
cope effectively with the current 
inflation, This is a highly over- 
simplified approach to a very 
complicated problem.” 

Any restraints on wage in- 
creases would be unjust unless 
other forms of income, such as 
profits, rents, interest, profes- 
sional feés and real estate spec- 
ulation, were similarly re- 
strained.

| 0 Polluted Water

The trail follows a gully, carved by the creek that’s 


only a trickle in the bottom now. 


About 200 yards up from the main road through

MoNICIPAL AFFAIRS. MINIS- 
ter Campbell is quite right in 
his description of the difference 
between metro government and the 
regional -system. The former is a 
fourth level of government, the latter 
technically is not. However, when 
regional boards assume a large 
number of important powers they 
become an agency of administration 
which ought to be placed under the 


electors and not merely to the mu- 
nicipal. councils that appoint repre- 
sentatives to regional boards. 


As Mr. Campbell rightly says, - 


there are a number of aspects of 
municipal government which should 
be preserved. Even when regional 
boards take over many of the func- 
tions heretofore under municipal 
jurisdiction, there will remain re- 
sponsibilities such as provision of 
sewerage connections, construction 
and repair of streets, garbage col- 
lection, and similar services. But 
whether municipal councils will be 
content. with such relatively minor 
chores is another matter, 

The point would come at which 
the regional board would find it 
more efficient to levy taxes directly 
for necessary revenue—and at that 
point the spending of such revenue 
would have to come more closely 
under the control of the voting pub- 
lic. After ‘that, the difference be- 
tween a-metro government and a 
regional board would become largely 
academic. The name of the game 
should be dependent on the results 
of the function performed. 

Regionalism, at any rate in the 
form which we enjoy at present in 
this area, is certainly not equivalent 
to‘amalgamation. It is, ‘as the min- 
ister points out, merely a mechan- 
ism—by—which separate municipal 
governments may perform joint ac- 
tivities for joint benefit. Hone

proper functions for regional boards. 


“To them Mr. Campbell now adds 


water distribution, property assess- 
ment, garbage disposal, transit, air 
pollution and housing. 

How long will it be before police 
and..fire- services are also added? 
There is little doubt that, although 
staff at the patrol level would prob- 
ably not be reduced, there could be 
appreciable savings at the adminis- 
trative level. There is little more 
than custom to support the present 
compartmented arrangement, even 
though excellent teamwork exists 
among the various forces. 


What the public must watch for, 


in welcoming the increased effici- 
ency and expectable savings to be 
derived from further applications of 
the regional system, is that an over- 
all regional board and its subsidiary 
committees should not be so re- 
moved from direct public control 
and selection that they become rela- 
tively independent satrapies, in prac- 
tice if not in theory beyond the 
reach of the voter. 

Mr. Campbell has done the prov- 
ince a service in pressing for re- 
gional arrangements to simplify 
local government. It is well that he 
has refrained from force in urging 
that this service or that should go 
regional. But it is obvious that the 
force is available if required. In 
most cases municipalities have been 
happy enough to set up regional 
boards composed of municipal coun- 
cil representatives. But the real test 
will come when the tail begins to 
wag the dog, when junior outgrows 
his municipal progenitors and begins 
to overshadow the parental author- 
ity. Some mayors and aldermen 
may already see the portent of 
things to come; it would be unlikely 
that Mr, nes does not see it 
also. 


Best They Can With What They Have 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
of the B.C. Teachers’ Federa- 
tion leaves no doubt of its continu- 
ing opposition to the. current pro- 
vincial school financing formula. 
The federation’s October Newslet- 
ter is emphatic on that score—but 
adds that “problems caused by the 
formula should not be accepted as 
an excuse for any deterioration of 
teaching and learning conditions.” 
Leaders of the profession’s gov- 
erning body issue what amounts to 
an injunction to members to keep 
doing the best they can even if cir- 
cumstances are_not entirely to their 
liking. This is in contrast to objec- 
tions last year which took the form 
of token work stoppages because of 
what were called intolerable. con- 
ditions. 

There is room for argument 
about the profession’s opposition to 
“legislation which requires a school 
board to seek approval from muni- 
cipal councils or representatives or 
from ratepayers through a referen- 
dum for any portion of its operating 
budgets.”

He quoted Dr. R. B. Bryce, 
deputy minister of national revenue, 
and one of the country’s most highly 
regarded: experts on government fi- 
nance, tothe effect.that the cost of 
university and college education 
alone in Canada will equal the coun- 
try’s total productive capacity by 
1994 if current trends continue. 

Somewhere along the line, ob- 
viously, the taxpayer has to reserve 
the right to calf-a halt, to point out 
that there are limits and to remind 
educationists that services other 
than education also haye to be 
financed.

Perhaps the time is past for 
such patriot calls to blind 
obedience, 

It would be foolish to claim 
that all who took part in the 
demonstrations were moved 
by honest .concern for their 
country’s welfare. But I think 
it safe to assufhe that the 
great majority were impelled 
by this motive. They felt that 
the United States was in the 


wrong, and they shared a 
grim determination to put her 
in the right. 

How effective their mass 
protest. proved, we may be 
some time learning, The war 
goes on, and those who stood 
out against further American 
participation in it are accused 
by the hawk-minded of giving 
aid and comfort to the enemy,

It may be, however, that 
they were braver than those 
American leaders who still 
hang back om an unpalat- 
able truth. 

If the United States persists 
in: an entanglement that ever 
more of her people detest, she 
risks a major uprising at 
home, or even outright revolu-

It's a-devil’s choice—to drag 
on in Vietnam or to leave that 
country to work out its own 
destiny—but there’s only one 
ultimate answer. 

For what comfort it's worth 
against those who will see a
